The u.s. Government has been interested in the 
Wallenberg case since it first came to light at the. and of 
World War II. We have sought a full and adequate response 
about Mr. Wallenberg’s fate from the soviet Governments 
After we received reports suggesting that Wallenberg might 
still be alive, we raised the matter with the Soviets on nu- 
merous occasions in 1S7S. That initiative resulted in a 
formal written reply from Soviet authorities in February. 
1980 reaffirming their claim that Mr. Wallenberg died in 
19 4"*. They also informed the Swedish Government of this 
finding and indicated that they would have no further infor- 
mation on this matter. 

However, the Wallenberg case remains a matter of con- 
cern to us. We have attempted to gain information regard- 
ing his fate in other ways. U.S. officials conducted exten- 
sive interviews with the five Soviet dissidents exchanged 
for two Soviet spies in April 1979. None of the five eje- 
pris oners could confirm or lend credence to rumors that 
Wallenberg is alive. More recently, at the December 1980 
Review Meeting in Madrid of the Conference on Security and 
Cooperation in Europe (CSCE) , we supported the Swedish posi- 
tion that efforts be renewed to resolve the Wallenberg
